LONDON, Aug. 19.— While the of­ 
ficial war bureau announces there 
has be*»n desultory fighting between 
the British and German warships in 
the, it insists that “ no losses are re­ 
ported or claimed.”

(By Henry Wood, United Press Staff Correspondent.), 
ROME, Aug. 19.^Pope Pius X died today. His holi­ 
ness, after suffering a relapse earlier in the day, became 
unconscious at noon. At that time a priest had been sent 
for and the last sacraments of the church were adminis­ 
tered. Doctors in attendance were compelled to begin the 
administration of oxygen to keep him alive, pending the 
arrival at the bedside of the officials whose presence is 
demanded by the rites of the church. 
At 1:30 it was announced that the condition of his 
h o lin e ss was d e sp er a te, that his fever was increasing 
and his general condition was 
becoming 
very much 
weaker. His sisters were. in constant attendance. 
The physicians could do nothing and the pope sank 
gradually until death came. 
As soon as it was recognized that the pope's condi­ 
tion was desperate, the vatican authorities ordered the 
sacrament exposed. Hurry cables were sent to all of the 
Roman churches directing that prayers be said for the 
pope. 
It was stated that his sisters and a doctor were con­ 
stantly at his bedside. It was later reported that Cardi­ 
nal Merry Del Val bad summoned back to Rome all the 
cardinals who recently left here. 
The death of the pope was due to the war. He died 
practically of a broken heart. 
For days after the war broke out he was gravely con­ 
cerned. All the heads of the church throughout Europe 
were urged to work for peace. Up until hostilities actual­ 
ly commenced, the pope did not believe that war could 
come between civilized nations this late dav. When he 
%/ 
heard that Germany had declared war on Russia and 
realized that the conflagration had been kindled he broke 
down. His holiness swooned and was 
unconscious 
for 
several minutes. His physicians were called in and had 
to issue powerful restoratives. There was a slight re­ 
covery and the pope was able to be about the vatican. 
hie spent most of the time in prayer, and in all of his 
devotions impressed upon every member of his house­ 
hold that his entire heart was set on the restoration of 
peace. 
When the emperor of Austin a asked that he send 
his blessing to the Austrian forces, the pope sorrowful­ 
ly sent word that he would bless all of the combatants, 
that he considered them all his children. 
Finally, he issued an appeal 
to 
every 
Catholic 
throughout the world to pray for peace. This appeal was 
distributed broadcast everywhere. 
As the news of the terrible fighting throughout Bel­ 
gium began to reach the vatican, the sorrow of the pon­ 
tiff became very great. He had long spells of weeping 
and would sit for hours at a time murmuring the pray­ 
ers for the dying. 
On Sunday he was too ill to leave his bed. The doc­ 
tors in attendance were not alarmed, as they hoped that 
his malady, which at that time was believed to be bron­ 
chial catarrh, coupled with gouty manifestations, would 
yield to treatment. But it did not. Throughout yesterday 
and today his fever increased. His stomach would not 
retain nourishment. Yesterday 
while 
conscious, 
he 
prayed incessantly. When the doctors gave him liquid 
nourishment he would shake his head in mute protest. 
It was plain that he realized that he was very ill, but 
it was also plain to those about him that the melancho­ 
lia induced by the war was having a more 
depressing 
effect on him than was his actual 
illness. 
The 
spirit 
that had animated his holiness in his past battles with 
the illnesses which have attacked him, was absent this 
time. 
So today the members of the household were pre­ 
pared for the end.

Pope Pius at one time declared 
that he would willingly give up two 
years of his life if he might be able 
to visit only once more his beloved 
Venire. One of the pronounced char­ 
acteristics of the private life of the 
pope was his homesickness, which 
time and time again was displayed in 
connection with his pontifical du­ 
ties. 
\\ hen Cardinal Sarto was elected 


pope in 1903, he adopted the same 
attitude as had his two immediate 
predecessors, toward 
the 
present 
Italian government w’hich in 
1870 
annexed the papal states to the Unit­ 
ed Italy and took the city of Rome 
away from the popes, and made it 
the capital of the Italian kingdom. 
This attitude was for the popes to 
declare themselves prisoners in the 
vatican at the hands of the Italian 
government which they described as 
“the despoilers of the papacy,” and 
never during their entire pontificate 
leave either the vatican or the vati­ 
can gardens. 
In spite of his self-enforced im­ 
prisonment, Pope 
Pius 
gave fre­ 
quent expressions during the first 
few years of his pontificate that he 
would yet he able to visit Venice, 
which he had never wanted to leave. 
As the years went by, however. Pope 
Pius was forced to realize that this 
could never be without renouncing 
all claims of the church to the papal 
states, the city of Rome, and the 
temporal power, and he finally came 
to keep his homesickness to himself. 
In the summer of 1911, 
however, 
when the pope became seriously ill, 
all of the yearning came back to him 
and In sympathy with his former re­ 
serve he broke down and expressed 
his desire again to see Venice. 
When one of his 
old 
Venetian 
friends name to visit him and 
de­ 
scribed the completion of the 
new 
Campanile or bell tower of the fam­ 
ous cathedral of St. Mark at Venice, 
the pope said: 
Eager to See Campanile 
“During the last few years of my 
life it has come to be one of the 
last great worldly pleasures which 
I desire to have that I might go back 
to Venice even for one fleeting glance 
to see w’hether they have been able 
to build the new* campanile as beau­ 
tiful as it was before. 
“To do this, willingly I would give 
at l^ast two years of my life.”

CAPTAIN DESCRIBES 
WRECK OF AMPHION 


Commander of Lost British 
Cruiser Says Second 
«/ 
Mine Exploded 
Magazine 


LONDON, Aug. 19.— The detailed 
report made by Captain Fox, com­ 
m ander of the ill-fated cruiser Am­ 
phion. first British warship lost in 
the war, was made public today. 
It 
shows that 
the 
cruiser 
actually 
struck two mines and that the sec­ 
ond one fired the Amphion’s m aga­ 
zines. The report, as made public by 
the official bureau, says: 
"I was on the bridge of the Am­ 
phion which was returning with the 
destroyer squadron, when suddenly 
the entire bridge was enveloped by a 
sheet of flame from a mine which 
had been detonated. 
The concussion 
rendered me insensible, but so soon 
as I recovered. I ordered the engines 
stopped. All 
hands had been 
sum ­ 
moned to quarters, and 
everything 
was in readiness to 
abandon 
ship 
should investigation show that this 
was necessary. The destroyers were 
summoned alongside and the trans­ 
fer of the crew was in progress, when 
the Amphion struck a second mine 
which had been attached to the gen­ 
eral chain. 
This mine exploded the 
forward 
magazine of 
the cruiser, 
completely 
demolishing 
her 
and 
throwing debris on the rescuing de­ 
stroyer, killing three men on it The 
wreck of the Amphion sank within 
three minutes after the second 
ex­ 
plosion. 
“ The officers and 
crew behaved 
with the utmost gallantry. The men 
rushed to their 
posts 
immediately 
upon the sound of the initial explo­ 
sion, and the engine room forces re­ 
mained on duty until the signal to 
abandon ship was sounded."
